Diners Hear Prominent. Alumni Give 
Professional Advice 


Annual Interfraternity Prom

Phi chapter of Phi Chi Medical fra- 
ternity, gave its annual Founders’ 
Day Banquet at, the Raleigh Hotel on 
Thursday evening, February 26. The 
dinner was attended by prominent 
alumni of Washington as well as the 
active members. 

Dr. George F Jenkins, professor of 
Anatomy Of The George Washington 
MedlcaJ School,, was toastmaster. Dr. 
Joseph B. Glenn, professor of M&tera 
Med lea and Therapeutics, one of the 
speakers, forcefully pointed out what 
to do and what not to do during the 
first few years out of medical school. 
Correct associates and industry, he 
explained, were the sesames of success. 

Lieut. Robert Boyden, U. 8. N. M. C., 
spoke of the successful treatment of 
osteomyelitis by treatment with bottle 
fly maggots. The prognosis for oste- 
omyelitis sufferers is now much bet- 
ter since the experiment averages only 
about 20 per cent failures, he said. 

Dr. William J. Mallory approached 
medicine from the ethical side and 
stressed the need of cultured doctors 
as well as learned doctors. 

Dr. Huron Willis Lawson, professor 
of Obstetrics and Gynecology, lamented 
the fact that intelligent advancement 
in the obstetrical field has been lack- 
ing for the last score of years. His 
advice to the undergraduates was “to 
be straight and dependable.” 
a Dr. Francis R. Hagner varied the 
program by exhibiting animal pictures 
taken near Banff. Canada, an interest- 
ing reel of the flight and life of eagles, 
and one of a tarpon catch taken off 
the coast of Florida. 

Dr. William Allison White, profes- 
sor of Psychiatry, took advantage of 
his position as last speaker to make 
interesting observations as to the hid- 
den thoughts and desires of the previ- 
ous speakers and then brought the 
‘’adolescents” down, to earth by read- 
ing bits of an eminent English phys- 
icist's book, which showed the rela- 
tively insignificant Importance of man.

'Student Opinion' 


The Carletonlan la criticised for not 
mirroring studqnt opinion. The Carle- 
tonlan makes no claim to mirror “stu- 
dent opinion." Nor does It attempt 
to mirror administrative opinion. Nor 
does It suppose that the two are 
necessarily divergent. Nor does It, 
yvhen making a sincere attempt to rec- 
ognise two sides of a discussion or 
question. Imply that It is on the side 
“student opinion" doee not favor when 
It shows possibilities of considera- 
tions on both Bides. 

Whst is "student opinion?" Who 
favors It? Is It a unanimous thing? 
To the last question the truthful 
answer must be “No, almost never."

In accomplishing this feat, Bur- 
gess hss broken a two-year strangle- 
hold on this honor by Del Cosgrove, 
of Oallaudet. who led the District 
collegiate scorers from the begin- 
ning of the 1928-29 season to the 
•end of the 1929-30 campaign. Al- 
though Cosgrove has not yet com- 
pleted the season with the Gallau- 
det tve. which has one more game 
to play, he Is 38 points behind Bur- 
gees, making It an almost superhu- 
man task for him to retain his hon- 
or this year. 

Burgees' 197 points put him 26 
points ahead of Bosle Berger, of 
Maryland, who was second In the 
Individual point-scoring, with 172 
points. Berger, moreover, played 
In 18 games — two more than Bur 
gees — which reduces his average to 
leas than 10 points per contest, 
materially below our hero. 

Bargees Long a Star 

That Bargees should achieve this 
honor seems only natural, as the 
effervescent O. W. sophomore has 
long been synonomous with the term 
“basketball'' In this city. Twelve 
years ago Burgess started In the 
game which has brought him and 
his respective teams fame. As a 
star with Central High School, he 
was acknowledged one of the most 
finished scholastic stars ever seen In 
Washington. There was nothing 
that Burgess did not know how to 
do, it seemed, In high school circles. 

Going to American University In 
1929, he Immediately made good, as 
a college performer, holding down 
a varsity berth with A U. hts very 
first year. Transferring to George 
Washington the following season, 
Burgess was forced to spend a year 
on the freshman five by virtue of 
the one-year rule in effect at G. W.,

In a national way, also, a Sigma 
Kappa has been ranked by the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association as the 
foremost woman tennis player of 
America lor the year 1930. In the n* 
tlonal tournament of last year, Mrs. 
Lawrence Harper, of Oakland, Calif., 
defeated all her American rivals, los- 
ing only to Betty Nutball of England 
In the finals. She Is considered by 
many critics is the world's greatest 
woman doubles player. Besides her 
outstanding ability In tennla she Is 
also a Phi Beta Kappa.

Trinity College Bows To Women ; e e 
Men Conquer University [ 
Of Cincinnati i 

Thi George Washington University 1 
debaters came to the front last week 
with three victories. Trinity College 
bowed to our women on Wednesday I 
night, and on Thursday and Friday 
nights the University of Cincinnati 
followed suit In a dual debate with the 
men. i 

In a debate held at Trinity College 
on Wednesday night our negative team, 
composed of Hilda Haves, Elisabeth 
Reaves and Louise Falllgant, was suc- 
cessful In proving their point against 
Trinity’s alBrmatlve team. They were 
debating the question, "Rawlvied: 
That the several states should adopt 
legislation providing for compulsory 
unemployment Insurance." 

The Trinity girls showed that the 
country was in dire need or some plan 
which, would save It Horn future peri- 
ods of depression, and that compulsory 
unemployment Insurance adopted by 
the states was the most effective means 
of reform. They claimed that both 
employers and employees should con- 
tribute to a common fund, which the 
state would hold In reserve until time 
of need. Their plan was asserted to 
be necessary and practicable. 

Against State Action 
The George Washington team agreed 
that there was need for some torn of 
unemployment Insurance, but held 
that the states should not adopt the 
plan. Their argument was that If | 
they did adopt such a plan Indivi- 
dually the laws would not be uniform, 
and that without uniformity, coopera- 
tion among the states would be Im- 
possible. The negative then claimed 
that In order to be most effective the 
plan would have to be national. 

The question In debate on both of 
the following nights was, "Resolved: 
That the Ontario method of liquor 
control should be substituted for the 
Eighteenth Amendment." ■ 

Ralph Gllby and James Ronald, who 
composed the George Washington 
team, upheld the negative of the ques- 


tion against the Cincinnati debaters In 
all cases. 

Against the affirmative argument 
that the Eighteenth Amendment In- 
fringed on the Individual rights of the 
citizens while the Ontario method did 
not, the G. W. team claimed that the 
Court system was so inefficient that it 
was the cause of the present crime con- 
ditions, dnd that lack of trained offi- 
cials and proper organization Is the 
cause of the amendment's failure to 
function well. They showed, further, 
that the Ontario plan had not worked 
In Canada, and since law enforcement 
was weaker In the United States than 
In the Dominion, the plan has little 
| chance of success here.

"Political, 'social and economic con- 
sequences of a most momentous nature 
followed the general exodus of mem- 
bers of the planter circle. Places of 
honor and trust came to be held by 
mediocre men, multiple office holding 
was carried to extravagant lengths, 
legislatures, courts and administra- 
tions faUed to function properly, and 
the representative eyatem progres- 
sively broke down. Increasingly, the 
professional men of low caliber, little 
education, and email proprietary in- 
terest comprising the resident white 
population of the sugar islands, came 
Into control. 

Three Social Results 
"The Bocial results of absenteeism 
were three- a growing disproportion 
between whites and blacks, the debase- 
ment of colonial society through the 
spread of concubinage and the rapid 
growth of a mulatto clans, and the 
passing of local pride and feeling.

1 "The operation of absentees estates 
was marked by gross extravagance. 

No attempt was made to effect eco- 
nomies on buying: the waste of sup- 
plies was notorious. Improvements 
were seldom made, buildings fell into 
rains, and fields were tilled until ex- 
hausted. Plantation methods were 
crude In the extreme, but improve- 
ment was impossible because of the 
owners’ objections to expenditures 
which would hi any way decrease their 
incomes as well aa because of Indif- 
ference on the part of those in charge. 
Many of the Inhumanities toward the 
negroes can be traced to a desire on 
the part of those directing tropical 
agricultural enterprises to Increase 
production, or at least to maintain It 
tn the .face of growing boII exbaus- 
tion. ’ .... 

“It was largely because of the at- 
torneyship-overseer regime that Brit- 
ish sugar waa all but excluded from 
continental European markets follow-, 
Ing the Seven Yeara War In favor of 
that from the French Weet Indies, 
produced by resident growers and 
profitably offered at prlcee which the 
absentee British found altogether im- 
possible to meet. 

"What wonder then, all these cir- 
cumstances considered, that the Brit- 
ish sugar Islands, the Jewels of the 
Empire In 1760, had already sunk into 
stagna^on and decay before the free- 
S Ing of the skives?”
